AN ACT to amend seetion 10 of chapter 258 of laws of 1901,
entitled “An act to provide for the establishment and mainte-
nanee of county schools of agriculture and domestic economy
_ and making an appropriation therefor.”
The people of the state of Wisconsin represenled in senale and
assembly do enact as follows:

State aid for, how obtained. Srction 1. Section 10, chap-
ter 288 of the laws of 1901, is hereby amended by striking out
the word “two” where it occurs in the 111h line thercof, and
inserting in lieu thereof the word “fonr”; by striking out the
word “one-half” where it occurs in the 25th line thereof and
inserting in lieu thereof the word “two-thirds;” by striking
out the words “instruction in” where thev occur in the 26th
line thereof, and inserting in lien thereof the word “maintain-
ing:” by inserting after the word “year” where it oceurs in the
26th line therenf the words “Provided, that the total amount
o apportioned shall not exceed four thousand dellars to any
one school any one year,” and hy striking out after the word
“vear” where it occurs in the thirty-sccond line thereof
the words “provided, that the total amount so appor-
tioned shall not execed four thousand dollars in any year, and
if snch sum shall be less than half the ageregate amount ex-
rended for instruetion in bhoth schools, it shall be divided
cqually between them,” so that said seetion. when so amended,
shall read as follows: Section 10. Any school cstablished un-
der the provisions of this act, whose eourses of study and quali-
fieations of whose teachers have been approved by the state su-
perintendent and the dean of the college of agrienlture may,
upan application, he placed upon an approved list of county
schools of agriculture and domestic economy. A school once
entered upon such list may remain listed and be entitled to
state aid so long as the scope and character of its work are
maintained in such manner as to meet the approval of the state
superintendent: provided. that he shall not place upon said
iist more than four schools. On the first day of Julv in each
vear, the secretary of each connty school hoard maintaining a
school on the approved list, shall report to the state superintend-
ent. setting forth the facts relating to the cost of maintaining
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the schooly the character of the work done, the number and
names of teachers employed and such other matters as may be
required by the connty board or the state superintendent.
Upon the receipt of such report, if it shall appear that the
school has Dbeen maintained in a satisfactory manner for a
period of not less than eight months, during the year closing on -
the thirtieth day of the preceding June, the said superintendent
shall make a certiticate to that effert and file it with the seere-
tary of state. Upon receiving such certificate, the secretary
of state shall draw his warrant, payable to the treasurer of the
county maintaining such school, for a suw equal to two-thirds
the amount actually expended for maintaining such school dur-
ing the year; provided, that the total amount so apportioned
shall not exceed four thousand dollars to any one school any
one vear; when mere than ¢ne county. has contributed to the
support of the scheol, the seeretary of state shall draw his war-
rant payable to the treasurer of each eounty for such portion of
the state aid as the amount contributed by his county is part
of the total amount contributed by all the counties for the suyp
port of the sehool for the preceding year.  The secretary of
state shall anmually inelude and apportion in the state tax snch
sum as shall have been so paid.
